The method 
of distribution was based on individual performance with the consequence that, 
regardless of age and sex, every villager worked constantly in order to. have enough 
to eat. Little or no time was found for rest. This hard work still failed to pro- 
vide the individual farmer with adequate food and fuel. In addition to regular 
work in the fields, everyone was expected to attend meetings and study* sessions 
almost daily.
